The Hamlin basketball team s 
finished up the first round of action in 
the District 7-AA basketball schedule 
here Tuesday evening and will start 
the second round at Stamford Friday. 
The district has always played a 
double round robin schedule but this 
is the first year that the race has been 
divided into two clear cut rounds. A 
team’s record for the first round does 
not carry over into the second round. 
Since this is being written on 
Monday and I do not know the final 
out come of the Tuesday night games, 
I will assume for purposes of ex­ 
planation, that the boys’ race ended 
up in a three-way tie as it was after 
the games Friday. 
If this is the case and anyone of 
these three teams win the second 
round they will be the district win­ 
ners. But if two of these teams tie in 
the second round they will have a 
playoff to determine the winner and if 
all three teams tie again they will all 
be in the playoff to determine the 
winner. But if a fourth team wins the 
second half, then the three tying 
teams of the first round will play to 
determine the winner of that round 
and then will meet the winner of the 
second round to decide the district. 
This has several advantages Among 
them are: no team gets so far benind 
in the first round that they are out of 
the race in the second half, and the 
best team at the end of the season 
should be the district winner. 
In the case of thegirls’race it means 
that although Anson is out in front 
after the first round, the Piperettes 
can still come back and win the 
second round and get into a playoff 
with Anson for the title. 
Under this plan the district race 
should stay exciting right down to the 
end rather than having some teams 
just about out of the race by the time 
the second round gets started.

“Kite 
weather” 
sent 
eight- 
year-old Jimmy 
into 
an 
open 
field to try his luck. Using a 
thin copper wire for a string, 
he soon had his box kite scud­ 
ding into the sky. 
Then, 
tragedy. 
Jim m y’s kite 
crossed 
a 
high-tension 
power 
line and deadly voltage crackled 
downward, killing him instantly. 


Could the power company be 
held legally liable by the boy’s 
family? In a court hearing, they 
blamed his death on the fact that 
the 
high-tension 
line 
had 
not 
been insulated. 
However, the court held the 
company 
not 
responsible. 
I he 
judge said Jim m y’s use of cop­ 
per wire instead of an ordinary 
string was too unusual to have 
been 
fo re se e n 
an d 
g u ard ed 
against. 
Courts 
generally 
agree 
that 
power companies cannot he ex­ 
pected to take precautions against 
freak 
accidents. 
Nevertheless, 
since electricity is such a dan­ 
gerous product, they do carry 
a higher-than-average burden ot 
responsibility. 
In another case, a boy’s kite 
snagged on a power pole. When 
he climbed the pole to retrieve 
his kite, he touched an uninsul­ 
ated 
line 
and 
suffered a had 
burn. 
This 
time, 
three 
factors 
weighed against the company: 
1) that 
the 
pole 
was 
right 
next to a playground; 
2) that it had low steps, easy 
for children to climb; and 
3) that 
no 
D A N G E R 
signs 
had been posted. 
A court duly awarded dam­ 
ages to the injured boy, saying 
that the company could fairly 
have foreseen this kind of an 
accident. 
And 
tree 
climbing 
is 
even 
more 
foreseeable 
than 
pole 
climbing. Thus: 
A boy got a shock from an 
uninsulated 
wire 
that 
passed 
through the upper branches of 
a tree in front of bis house. 
Sued 
later 
for 
damages, 
the 
power company pointed out that 
there was nothing in the tree— 
no snagged kite, no frightened 
kitten, 
no tempting fruit— that 
would justify the boy’s venture 
into the treetop. 
But the court held the com­ 
pany 
liable 
anyhow, 
for mis­ 
judging human nature. 
“The 
immemorial 
habit 
of 
small boys to climb trees,” said 
the court, “is a habit which cor­ 
porations stretching their wires 
over such trees must take notice 
of."

USDA Puts More 
Restrictions On

The U. S. Department

of diethylstilbestrol (DES), a 
sy nth etic grow th prom oting 
harmone used in livestock feed. 
The new ruling became m an­ 
datory on January 8, according 
to Jones County Agent Kirby 
Clayton. 
U nder the new 
pro gram 
federal meat 
inspectors will 
hold all cattle and sheep from 
slaughter at least seven days 
unless the animals are certified 
as not having been fed DES or 
as having been withdrawn from 
DES at least seven days before 
slaughter. 
According to Clayton there 
are th re e a lte rn a tiv e s 
for 
handling cattle and sheep at 
slaughter: 
1. 
The a n im als m ay 
be 
slau g h tered if certificatio n 
requirements have been met. 
2. The animals will be held 
alive for the required seven 
days. 
3. 
The 
animals 
could 
be 
slaughtered, with samples sent 
to a U. S. Dept, of Agriculture- 
approved laboratory for testing. 
Meat from the animals could 
not be m arketed until tests 
prove they are free of DES 
residues. 
The new program will help 
provide further assurance that 
DES residues will not be found 
in the nation’s meat supply, 
says Clayton. Violators will be 
subject to criminal prosecution 
by the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration. 


Joe Harper, Manager of the

AUSTIN — An interesting 
political poll was taken 
at the 
Gulf Coast Press Association’s 
board of directors’ meeting in 
Houston January 8. Fourteen 
newspaper publishers were 
asked: “ Who do you think will 
win the 1972 Governor’s race in 
Texas?”

SEN A T E CAMPAIGN - The 
1972 political campaigns moved

Sen. Ralph W. Yarborough that 
he would make a comeback try 
for a Senate seat. 
Yarborough, 68 revealed his 
plans in a series of whirlwind 
news conferences at Austin, 
Houston, Dallas, Fort Worth 
and San Antonio. He seeks the 
Democratic 
nomination 
to 
oppose Republican Sen. John 
Tower. 
Barefoot Sanders of Dallas, 
already running for the Senate 
as a 
Democrat, welcomed 
onetime political ally Y a r­ 
borough to the race as “ one of 
our fine senior citizens.” He 
said both Yarborough and 
Tower “ are out of touch with the 
majority of Texans.” 
Yarborough said he had never 
had so successful a campaign 
opening day.

Twenty percent discounts 
were ordered for the 1972 cars 
with bumpers that can stand a

Fifteen percent cuts will be in 
force for new cars with bump­ 
ers which can stand a five-mph 
front end crash and a two-and- 
a-half-mph rear end bump.

mounted on a standard so the 
triangle is from two to six feet 
above the ground and centered 
as nearly as 
possible.

The emblem does not indicate 
clearance for a wide vehicle, 
explains Clayton. 
The county agent says the 
reflective finish of the sign 
makes it even more visible in
